W hen Alda Pereira was hired to design the interiors for 
a development in downtown Vancouver, she quickly 
realized she and her family could live happily in one of 
the pretty, if pocket-sized, spaces. “It has all the things 
I like: it's bright, has a garden and rooftop deck and 
doesn't require the same level of maintenance as a house," the interior 
designer says. So she and her husband, Jon Kelly, sold their roomy 
penthouse, made a few minor upgrades to the new space — including 
adding more storage and installing hardwood on the second floor — and 
moved in with their daughter, Allegra, now 17, and pup, Fidel. A decade 
later, they can't imagine living anywhere else. “It's half a block from one 
of the busiest intersections in Canada, but with all the outdoor space, it 
feels like being in the country. We don't really need weekends away!" 


A BALANCE MODERN AND TRAD DESIGN CHOICES 

In the dining area, Alda transformed a traditional wooden desk 
into an apartment-sized, glass-topped dining table, which she 
paired with iconic Wishbone chairs by Hans J. Wegner and a 
wooden stool for flexible seating options.

For Iris Apfeh more is definitely more.

The New York native is a 
longtime fashion world favourite, but she 
also has serious design cred: she and her 
husband, Carl, ran a textile company for 
years, and even worked on several White 
House restorations. Now, she's attracted 
even wider attention with the release of 
Iris, a film by documentary icon Albert 
Maysles that gives a peek into her unique 
world. She spoke with founding editor of 
Elle Decor, Barbara L. Dixon, about her jet- 
set life, personal style and the luxe look of 
her Manhattan home. 

Q+A 

BARBARA L. DIXON: How would you 
describe your personal style? 

IRIS APFEL: My fashion sense is similar 
to my interior design aesthetic. Both are 
about assemblages. My mother taught 
me to have a few good basic pieces of 
clothing and to accessorize. I still change 
my entire look with just one piece of 
jewelry. I never met a colour I didn't like: 
the bolder the better. And, of course, 
what have become my signature 
oversized round eyeglasses. I first 
bought them because I loved the shape. 

I wore them as a fashion accessory 
without lenses every once in a while, 
until I finally needed the prescription!

BLD: How did your career in 
design start? 

lA: After studying art history at 
New York University and attending 
art school at the University of 
Wisconsin, one of my early jobs was 
at Grossinger's Catskill Resort 
Hotel, writing their journal. 

Their patrons were drawn to how 
I dressed and my fashion style, 
and they began asking me to do 
their interiors. I welcomed the 
opportunity because I had been 
assembling fashion pieces together, 
mixing things around to make 
various looks. I guess people 
thought if I could decorate myself, 

I could decorate a room or two! 

It just came naturally. 


BLD: What's your approach to 
interior design? 

lA: I don't do run-of-the-mill stuff, 
and I don't do minimal. My interiors 
are more eclectic. And I don't like 
the idea of having a “signature 
style." I get to know the client and 
express them in the best way 
possible. I'm like a teacher, bringing 
out the personality of the person, 
so no two houses look alike. 


BLD: What's your Manhattan 
apartment like? 

I A: I was exposed to a very European 
sensibility early on by my father, 
who worked in Europe for part of 
each year and would bring back the 
most wonderful things every time 
he came home. And later on, Carl 
and I went on our twice -yearly 
trips for my interior design clients 
and for our textile company. 


Old World Weavers. Our New York 
home is reflective of that — it's 
eclectic and very European with 
period pieces. 


BLD: What are your design 
influences? 

I A: I'm influenced by everything 
I see: by all my travels, experiences 
and history. I like a lot of different 
things. I've learned that nothing 
exists in a vacuum; everything owes 
something to the period in which 
it is created or takes place — it's 
all based in history and context. 

So I always keep my eyes, ears and 
sensibilities open. 


BLD: Are there any cities that really 
get your creative juices flowing? 

I A: I love travelling to Paris, 

London and all of Italy. And I love 
the noise, colour and, of course, 
bazaars of Tunisia, Morocco 
and the ports of North Africa. 


BLD: How did your interior 
design background shape your 
personal style? 

I A: The lines are blurred between 
fashion and interiors. When asked 
what colour I like, my answer has 
always been that I like colour 
schemes, whether in dress or in 
one's home. It's about mixing the 
proper tonalities. I feel strongly 
that style is an attitude. It has 
to do with how you carry yourself 
and the way you think about things 
— and not just about what you wear 
and how you live. It's how you 
behave. To have style, be original, 
be creative.

W HEN GABRIELLE SAVOIE moved 
into a new Montreal condo this 
past winter, she embraced the 
compact one-bedroom unit by 
finding inspiration in a yacht cabin.

W HEN MY LE NGUYEN and 

Rock Huynh prioritized 
location during their house 
hunt in downtown Toronto 
in 2011, they could never 
have imagined it would lead them to a whole new 
career.

B uilding A HOME 

reveals a lot about a 
person. There's the 
hands-off set that 
hire architects and 
designers and 
announce they'll be 
back for the big reveal. Others 
obsessively storyboard their must- 
haves and favourite looks. And then 
there's Peter Schneider, who penned 
a short story for Meg Graham and 
Andre D'Elia, principal partners at 
architecture firm Superkiil in 
Toronto. Peter, an entertainment 
lawyer, and his spouse, Richard 
Almonte, a communications 
professor, had recently purchased a 
half acre overlooking Reed's Bay on 
Wolfe Island, Ont., near Kingston, 
and were looking for someone to 
help them turn the pastoral corner 
into a cottage. The property is 
graced with mature ash and willow 
trees and is hopping with frogs, as 
well as snakes and turtles, none of 
which they wanted to disrupt with 
an instant build. Peter wrote about 
the frogs in the story he sent to 
Superkiil. “We reached out to them 
in this way because their work has a 
quiet integrity that's sufficient unto 
itself," says Richard, “and they 
never rely on gimmicks." 

To give the architects a true 
sense of what they wanted the spirit 
of the cottage to be, Peter's story 
also wove together a series of 
vignettes involving their Norfolk 
Terrier, Simon, cooking, listening to 
jazz, watching old movies and 
sipping martinis with a few close 
friends. Included in the missive 
were photos of a compact, 
windowless, all-white home in 
Tokyo by Datar/Architecture. “It 
has the same pure form we wanted 
for our cottage," says Peter. 

Recognizing dream clients, 
Superkiil was all in. “They had us at 
the short story," says Meg. Her firm 
took the owner's inspirations and 
married them with the agricultural 
vernacular of the island, giving the 
two-bedroom residence the look of 
a simple storage shed. They also set

horizontal poplar panelling that envelops the cottage evokes 
the Victorian schoolhouses on the island and eliminates the 


the cottage low to the 
ground but up on piers, 
giving the frogs, turtles, 
snakes and Simon (on his 
svelter days) the chance 
to cross under the home.

need to decorate the walls with art, which adds to the pristine 
vibrations in the space. 

While the cottage is demure in size, a clever layout gives it a 
deceptive airiness. “We wanted a nice flow between the spaces so 
it doesn't feel like it's only 1,500 square feet," says Meg. “With 
small projects, you want moments that feel larger." She achieved 
this by going up into the 18 -foot-tall ceilings and creating a loft 


area in the roof, complete with a bedroom, sitting room and 
office. Next, northwest-facing windows were installed to flood 
the space with natural light. By choosing eight-foot-tall windows 
instead of even higher ones — “We didn't want to be in a glass 
box," says Peter — Meg also created a feeling of intimacy. The 
simple decor in the great room — upcycled mid- century modern 
chairs, soft grey wingbacks and no sofa (“They discourage 
conversation," says Peter) — does nothing to distract from 
the view. 

Decorating the cottage and staying true to Meg and Andre's 
minimalist vision was hard, says Richard. “We're huge fans of 
interior design and collect artifacts from all corners of the world. 
You should see our Toronto home!" Here, though, they were 
determined that their cottage be quietly about itself and its 
surroundings. “This place is so peaceful because it's pastoral and 
a little on the empty side," says Richard. Why complicate things? 
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A small seating area-in the 
upstairs loft is furnished with a 
mid-20th-century-style coffee 
table and a chair rescued from 
the side of the road and 
reupholstered in imitation 
leather. Peter made the lamp 
from a wooden spool he 
purchased at a local antique 
store. Carpet, Stradwicks 
Carpet One Floor & Home. 





In the guest bedroom, a fanciful headboard 
provides the only decorative moment. 
"Minimalism is a nice counterbalance to the 
frenetic pace of Toronto living," says Peter. 
Askylight illuminates the space, while a vintage 
Louis Vuitton trunk turned on its end stands in 
for a side table.

The cottage boasts several eco-friendly features, including passive 
ventilation that cools the house naturally, windows and skylights placed 
to maximize natural light, and low-maintenance grasses.

FOR ARLENE DICKINSON, getting away 
from it all means tapping into a Western 
state of mind. She spends weekends at her 
ranch-style home in Thornbury, Ont. - 
a riverside oasis that has the same laid-back 
feel as her adoptive hometown of Calgary. 
These days, sitting by the river with a glass 
of champagne is Arlene’s idea of paradise. 
That, and a rockin’ house party with an 
endless supply of ribs. 

“My dad and mom both cooked. Since my dad was 
from South Africa, he made a lot of curries and rice. 
We had a lot of homemade food, too, like soups and 
jams. Every Sunday after church, we'd eat together 
as a family and often we'd have people over. It wasn't 
gourmet, but we rarely had a chance to eat dinner 
together through the week, so it was special. 

I've had my country home for about seven years 
now, and I entertain a lot up here. My style is, 
“everybody get in the kitchen." Everyone brings a 
dish, and I'll do the main course, which is often 
slow-cooked ribs. My rib recipe is from my 
ex-husband's mother, who I was very close to from the 
time I was 15 years old — it's one of the first things 
I learned how to cook. No matter what we're eating, 
we always have a lot of music, because everyone plays 
an instrument. So we usually dance into the night. 
We're not formal or fancy; it's all about the 
relationships and the friendships. It's like a big 
kitchen party. 

I was born in South Africa, but grew up in Calgary 
— we moved there when I was five years old. I love 
that it's a young city, and very entrepreneurial. I feel 
like I've also grown up with Calgary — there were 
200,000 people when we moved there, and as it's 
matured. I've matured. I take a lot of pride in the city 
because I've watched it grow. When I walked down 
the driveway of this cottage for the first time, I felt 
like I was in the West. That's how I knew I should 
buy it. There's even a river, so it just feels like home."

Slow-Cooked Ribs 

SERVES 6 

Ribs 

2 1 V 2 - to 2-lb. racks pork back ribs 
2 tbsp vegetable oil 

Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper 

Sauce 

1 tbsp vegetable oil 
1 cup chopped onion 
1 tsp dry mustard 
V 2 cup dark molasses 

1 cup good-quality or homemade ketchup 
V 2 cup freshly squeezed orange juice 

6 whole cloves or Vs tsp ground cloves 

2 tbsp cider vinegar 

1 tsp hot sauce, preferably Tabasco 

PREPARE RIBS 

1 . Preheat oven to 325° F. 

2. Flip ribs over so theyYe bone side up. Slip 
the tip of a sharp knife under the membrane 
that coats the back of the ribs. Grab hold 
with fingertips and pull off. Discard. 

3. Place ribs in roasting pan or large baking 
sheet bone side down. Brush each rack with 1 
tbsp oil. Season with salt and pepper. Cover 
pan or wrap tightly with foil. Bake for IV 2 hours 
or until very tender when pierced with a knife. 

MAKE SAUCE 

1 . To make sauce, heat oil in a saucepan over 
medium-low. Add onions and cook, stirring 
occasionally, until softened, 8 to 10 minutes.

1 . Remove ribs from oven. Increase oven 
heatto425°F. Drain drippings from pan 
and discard.

2. Flip ribs over so theyYe bone side up. Brush 
sauce onto bone side of ribs to coat thoroughly. 
Return to oven and bake 5 minutes. 

3. Remove from oven. Flip ribs and brush 
generously with sauce. Return to oven and 
bake 6 to 8 minutes or until sauce begins 
to caramelize at edges. 

4. Cut ribs into 6 portions and serve with 
extra sauce on the side.

Black Forest Cake 

SERVES 8 TO 10 

Cherries 

1 lb. cherries, pitted 
V 2 cup sugar 

1 tsp lemon Juice 

2 tbsp cornstarch 
Pinch of Kosher salt 

Cake 

3 cups all-purpose flour 
2 cups granulated sugar 
V 2 cup cocoa powder 

2 tsp baking soda 
V 4 tsp salt 
2 cups cold milk 

1 cup vegetable oil 

2 tsp vanilla 

1 oz. dork chocolate, for topping 

Cream 

1 V 2 cups whipping cream 
1 tbsp granulated sugar

PREPARE CHERRIES 

1 . Combine cherries, sugar and lemon juice in 
a pot over medium heat. Cook, stirring, until 
sugar has dissolved, 3 to 5 minutes. Reduce 
heat and cover. Simmer for 15 minutes or until 
cherries are soft and have released their liquid. 

2. Dissolve cornstarch in 2 tbsp cold water. 
Add to pot with cherries and bring to a boil. 
Boil for 30 seconds then remove from heat. 
Add salt. Pour into a shallow bowl and let cool 
to room temperature. Cover and refrigerate 
until cold, about 2 hours. 


MAKE CAKE 

1 . Preheat oven to 350°F. Grease three 

9" cake pans and line with parchment paper. 

2. Stir flour with sugar, cocoa powder, baking 
soda and salt in large bowl. 

3. Combine milk, oil and vanilla in 
separate bowl. 

4. Stir wet ingredients into dry until batter 
is uniform. Stir vigorously 30 times with 

a wooden spoon. Divide evenly between 
three cake pans. 

5. Bake for 20 to 25 minutes or until skewer 
inserted into cake comes out clean. Rotate 
pans if necessary (three pans don't usually all 
fit on one oven rack, so rotate them to ensure 
even baking). Remove to cooling rack and 
let cool in pan 10 minutes. Invert cake onto 
cooling rack and cool fully, about 1 hour. 

MAKE WHIPPED CREAM 

1 . Beat cream with sugar and vanilla in large 
bowl with electric mixer until stiff peaks 
form. Reserve. 

ASSEMBLE CAKE 

1 . Lay one layer on platter with bottom side up. 
Spread with Vz cup cherry mixture. Dollop 

1 cup whipped cream over cherries and spread 
just to edges of cake. Repeat for second layer. 

2. Lay third layer on top, bottom side up. 
Scrape remaining whipped cream onto cake 
and spread evenly to edges, but do not cover 
the sides of the cake. Spread cream so it's 
slightly higher on edges and concave in 
centre. Pour remaining cherry mixture into 
centre of cream and spread to within 2" of 
the edges of cake. 

3. Grate chocolate over top of cake with 
microplane.

SIZES Pick a birch 
artist's panel as the 
base for your organizer and 
determine the sizes of the 
boxes you want to add to 
the panel.

Items like 
sunglasses, mail or makeup 
will need deeper boxes, 
whereas boxes for phones 
and notes can be shallower.)

A Fresh Look at Yogurt 


Yogurt is more than simply a satisfying snack. 

Recent research points to some interesting potential benefits. 





Satiety Plus 

‘Satiety’ is the feeling of being full, or 
the absence of hunger after eating 
food. Yogurt, like the milk it’s made 
from, provides high-quality protein 
that helps us maintain satiety. Feeling 
hungry and want a nutritious, satisfying 
snack? Convenient and tasty, yogurt 
fits the bill perfectly and health- 
wise gives you a lot more than high- 
calorie, nutrient-poor snacks like 
chips or candy bars do. Plus, yogurt 
provides many other nutrients your 
body thrives on including calcium, 
magnesium, potassium, phosphorus 
and vitamin B12. 


New Research 
on Active Bacteria 

Did you know that the bacterial flora in 
our gut, also called microbiota, may play 
a role in preventing metabolic diseases 
such as obesity and type 2 diabetes? 
Recent studies, very much in their infan- 
cy, suggest that the active bacteria added 
in yogurt may contribute to good health 
by positively affecting our microbiota.

STEP BY STEP: 

QUEEN HEADBOARD WITH SHELVES 


WHAT YOU'LL NEED: MDF sheets, primed MDFtrim, construction adhesive, VA" brad nails, 
wood filler, paint, 8" mending plates, MDF screws, corner braces, furniture braces 



/I 


GATHER MATERIALS 

At a hardware store or lumberyard, 
get five sheets of Vz" -thick MDF: 
three 4' high by 2' wide sheets, 
and two 4' by 4' sheets. The 4' by 2' 
sheets will form the headboard's 
two side panels and shelves, and 
the 4' by 4' sheets will form the 
central section. You'll also need 
five pieces of 1 " by 3" by 8'-long 
primed MDF trim. (We used door 
and window casing.) 


S CUT SHELVES AND TRIM 

Carefully cut out the shelves, then cut your MDF 
trim to four 21 " pieces, two 93" pieces, two 48" 
pieces and one 42" piece. The 48" pieces and 
21 " pieces form the vertical and horizontal trim, 
respectively, on the two side panels. The 42" 
piece and 93" pieces form the vertical and 
horizontal trim, respectively, on the centre 
section. (The 42" piece hides the seam between 
the two 4' by 4' sheets; see diagram below.) 

A PAINT ANDASSEMBLE 



2 MEASURE SHELVES 

On one of the 4' by 2' MDF sheets, 
measure an 18y4" length and a 
12y8" length, leaving a 105° angle 
between the two sides. Use a 
protractor or tape measure to trace 
the sweep of the curved side of the 
shelf. Repeat to trace out a second 
shelf on the same sheet of MDF. 


Attach the trim to the sheets using both 
construction adhesive and VA" brad nails. Fill in 
nail holes and paint all pieces. Attach the centre 
panels using three 8" mending plates and MDF 
screws. To attach the side panels to the centre 
section, hammer six 2" corner braces out to a 
1 05° angle and use them to secure the sides to 
the centre at the same angle. Attach the shelves 
using furniture braces, placing four braces 
under each shelf so it can hold a lamp or books.

Q rm moving into a condo 
and need to make room 
for a workspace in my 
bedroom. What type 
of desk should I choose and how 
do I keep the room from looking 
crowded or cluttered? 

— M.M., Vancouver 

A When adding a workspace 
to your bedroom, keep 
both serenity and function 
in mind. A small bedroom we 
recently designed is a great example 
of this: we incorporated a workspace, 
a media centre and storage in just 
130 square feet. First, we replaced 
the large closet with a compact 
Pax wardrobe from Ikea. This 
floor-to-ceiling cabinetry allowed 
for far more storage. 

Two bedside tables wouldn't fit 
in the narrow room, so we found a 
slim side table and lamp for one side 
and a wall-mounted light for the 
other. Opting for narrower pieces 
and omitting one side table freed 
up space around the bed and left 
room for a compact workspace, 
while still allowing for flow from 
the room's entrance. 
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For the workspace, we found a 
Scandinavian-inspired desk with 
leaves that swing up for a larger 
work surface. Look for a unit with 
clean lines and, ideally, drawers to 
conceal clutter. The Mid- Century 
desk by West Elm is stylish, cost- 
effective and only 24" deep. If your 
budget is higher, try my absolute 
favourite: the Homework Wood 
Top table by Bensen. It comes in 
two lengths and several finishes and 
configurations for drawers. Sleek 
shelves above neatly display art. 

When choosing a chair, you want 
something comfortable but not 
overtly utilitarian. Mygo-to (and 
it's worth every penny) is the 
Catifa 46 by Arper — it's available 
in infinite colours and leg options, 
and it's a dream to sit on. If you 
prefer something less expensive, 
the Roadhouse Leather chair 
from CB2 has bold personality. 

Be sure to test-drive anything 
you're considering — comfort is key. 

For additional workspace storage, 
floating shelves or wall-mounted 
cabinets are great. West Elm has 
several sweet solutions, or head to 
Etsy for unique and beautiful ones.
